a great difference between his 
past Jewish religion and his new 


found salvation in the grace of' 


Christ. Most everyone has some 
form of religion, but many don’t 
trust in the grace of Christ. 

Paul a Persecutor: “For ye have 
heard of my conversation in time 
past in the Jews’ religion, how 
that. beyond measure I _per- 

-secuted the church of God, and 
wasted it:” Gal 1:13. It is the 
normal reaction of all false 
religion to either actively or 
nassively reject. the divine truth 


.. of God. Paul actively supported 


the murder and imprisonment of 
Christians, because their truth 
openly challenged his religion. I 
personally believe that false 
religion has been responsible for 
the death and destruction of more 
people than any other force. 

Paul Profiting: “And profited 
in the Jews’ religion above many 
my equals in mine own nation, 
being more exceedingly zealous of 
the traditions of my fathers.’’ Gal 
1:14. Paul had rabbinic instruc- 
tion under Gainaliei, probably the 

most brilliant Jewish scholar’ of 

his day. Paul was not only a 

Pharisee, but the son of a 

Pharisee, raised in the best of 

Hebraic environment. The reason

, was his strong conviction based 
on strong religious training and 
experience.

| “Kiss Your Baby”’ 
CF Promotion Week 


The Greater Michigan 
Chapter of the Cystic 
Fibrosis Foundation has 
statewide 
educational project, ‘‘Kiss 
Your Baby”, for the week 
of July 15-21. The purpose 
of this week-long venture is 
to alert parents to the 
symptoms of Cystic 
Fibrosis and other 
children’s lung diseases in 
hope that early 
diagnosis and prompt 
treatment (an essential 
clement in leagthening the 
life span of children with 
CF) will result. 

One of the symptoms of 
Cystic Fibrosis is an ex- 
tremely salty taste to the 
CF child’s perspiration 
which can be detected by 
kissing or tasting them on 
the forehead. Other sym- 
ptoms include: (1) 
Recurrent wheezing; (2) 
Persistent coughing and 
excessive mucus; (3) 
Pneumonia more than once 
during childhood; (4) Ex- 
cessive appetite, but poor 
weight gain; (5) Clubbing 
{enlargement} of fingertips. 
Suspecting parents are 


directed to consult their 
local physician. 

“It is estimated that 
respiratory problems in 
children take up to 70% of 
a pediatricians’s time and 
are the leading cause of 
chronic absenteeism from 
school,” said Ms. Jeanne 
Mayan, President of the 
Greater Michigan CF 
Chapter. Furhtermore, 
Cystic Fibrosis is second 
only to cancer in the num- 
ber of young lives it takes 
and three out of four vic- 
tims of this disease are not 
yet diagnosed. Because 
early diagnosis of CF is 
essential to longer life for 


these children we have em-- 


barked on this statewide 
campaign to bring this 
vital health message to the 
people of Michigan.” 

Cystic Fibrosis is an 
inherited disease for which 
there is neither cure nol 
control. In CF, a thick, 
‘sticky mucus clogs the 
lungs and airways creating 
breathing difficulties, high 
susceptibility to infection 
and lung damage. The 
mucus may also interfere 
with digestion by preven- 
ting the flow of enzymes 
into the small intestine, 
causing malabsorption of 
food. Though both parents 
must be carriers of the CF 
gene, one in twenty per- 
sons in the U.S. is such a 
carrier. In Michigan alone 
there are nearly % million 
such carriers. At present 
there is no’ definite test to 
determine a carrier of the 
CF gene. 

In many Michigan com- 
munities, local CF volun- 
teers will sponsor 
educational display and 
information centers joining 
their efforts with a massive 
radio, television and 
newspaper campaign to 
alert parents to the signs of 
possible lung-damaging 
diseases within their

Special Services Employment Project 


’ By Jeanne Lange 
At the end of April, the 
Special Services Em- 


ployment Project started. 
That was its beginning. 


» The program initially star- 
. ted with 10 students—they 


have almost doubled that 
number with a total of 19 
as of now. The program is 


. designed for special educa- 


tion students that range in 


: age from 16 to 21. 


The project, designed to 
provide students 


. vocational skills, is located 


behind the Holiday Inn, 
wiiere they have rented a 
trailer for use as a class- 
room training facility. Phil 
Wills is the Vocational 
Couselor, Denny Carroll 
the classroom instructor 
and Mark Larsen the 
teachers’ aide. 

“The basic goal of the 
program is to provide the 
student with a regular job 
in the tourist industry,” 
said Wills in a recent inter- 
view. ‘We are actually 
using the employer as a 
training site and the 
student, he or she, receives 
a training allowance in ex- 
change fer their work.” 

The Holiday Inn is ac- 
tively cooperating in the 
project. 

The program consists of 
two parts—the remedial 
aspect involving training 
and the classroom fun- 
ction, teaching the student 
math, English and a 
hopeful competency for 
employment. 

“Competencies for em- 
ployment teach them how 
to fill out a job application 


‘form and how to go for an 


interview,’’ said Carroll. 
“We also teach them how 
to budget money, how to 
find jobs, how to deal with 
people, the proper dress, 
the proper way to speak to 
people and when to ask the 
proper questions.”’ 

The students are bussed 
to the site by COOR, five 
days a week and arrive at 
9:30 a.m. and stay until 
approximately 2:30 p.m. 
All students come from the 
COOR area 
Crawford, Oscoda, 
Ogemaw and Roscommon 
counties). 

The program is funded 
through a Governor’s 
Youth Grant. It is effective 
thru January 1980 and 
possibly thru June of 1980. 
The Holiday Inn has 
agreed to help with the 
jobs. 

“The staff at the Holiday 
Inn has been tremendous,” 
said Wills. 

A typical day for a 
student at the Special Ser- 
vice Employment Project 


f is to arrive at the site at 


9:30 a.m., go to class and 
see where his work 
assignment is at and what 
time. The student then has 
to budget his time to make 
sure they get to work and 
have a chance to eat. 

The student works at the 
Holiday Inn for ap- 


proximately 2% hours a- 


day. The jobs range from 
housekeeping to working in 
the kitchen area plus at the 
front desk. If a student 
with the 
housekeeping staff she is 
invited to eat with them 
because of an-established 
staff practice. After 
working hours, students go 
to the classroom for read- 
ing, math and English 
exercises. 

“AS soon as we can ar- 
range outside employment 
for a student we place him 
or her in a working environ- 


. ment,” said Wills. “This is 


an ideal chance to show the 
public we have a working 
relationship.”

Final Reminder of Envelope 
Sizes By Post Office 


July 15 is the deadline” 
mailers have to use up 
small and undersized en- 
velopes and _ cards, 
Grayling, Mich. Post- 
master Jim Baker reminds 
customers. 

Starting that date, the 
Postal Service makes its 
new size standards effec- 
tive.

Extra large First-Class 
envelopes--more than 6-1/8 
by 11% inches--will incur a 
7-cent surcharge if they 
weigh one ounce or less.

7-cent surcharge but can be 
remailed if the surcharge 


‘postage then is affixed. 


However, delays for these 
nieces can he avoided if 
mailers make sure that suf- 
ficient postage has been 
applied.
